Manager Ira Plank, of the Gettys­ 
burg base ball team, this morning re­ 
ceived from E. Austin Baughman, of

in February. Mr. Baughman is presi­ 
dent of the association and, in his let­ 
ter to Mr. Plank, gives a larre number 
of facts relative to the conduct of the

“ We worked strictly on a ‘live and 
let live’ basis, each 
team 
trying 
to 
help the other to a successful season, 
We had a 
maximum 
salary 
list of 
$750 per mouth and adopted

The semi-annual inspection of 
the 
city mail delivery service at the Get­ 
tysburg post office is now on. The car­ 
riers are being accompanied on their 
rounds and data taken to be furnished 
to the 
department 
at 
Washington. 
The inspection is in charge of Assist­ 
ant Postmaster Slaybaugh. 
Among other things of which note 
is taken, as 
the carrier covers 
his 
route, are the number of stops 
it 
is 
possible for him to 
make, 
if every 
place on the route were 
to 
receive 
mail at one delivery. The number 
of 
actual stop- are also counted together 
with the number and classification of 
the pieces of 
mail. 
Parcels, papers, 
and letters are all 
counted 
and 
the

route is noted.

Mr. Guggenheim 
said that as a 
capitalist, he favored these measures, 
despite the fact that they constitute 
some of the cardinal ideas of .social­ 
ism. 
He also advocated "industrial 
democracy,” wherein the worker re­ 
ceived a portion of the profit derived 
trom the products ol ids labor. 
industrial unrest was caused to a 
great extent, the witness believed, by 
the increased cost of living. 
Iii his 
opinion 
the philanthropic 
organiza­ 
tions did not affect much relief from 
poverty, as the average worker was 
reluctant to a< copt charity and pre* 
lerred employment. 
Mr. Guggenheim did not know how 
many men were employed by any of 
the companies he is connected with. 
He said he kept himself advised as 
to labor conditions among his em ­ 
ploye's, and that he personally paid 
frequent visits to the various plants. 
The executive committees of the va­ 
rious companies, he said, were con­ 
stantly visiting plants and mines and 
keeping themselves informed as to 
conditions. 
Mr. Guggenheim said In 
the milling business the directors and 
not the stockholders were absolutely 
responsible for labor aud other con­ 
ditions.
